1.  The  effort  to  ohtain  a  volusitary  clear.-up  hefore  JTay  1  was  now 
in  the  hands  cf  the  educational  and  inf ormrt ions  1  v/orkers. 

2.  There  would  he  no  comp.ilsory  clern-up  hefore  !.'ay  1, 

3.  The  conp-j.lsor'^-  clean-up  v/ill  he  co:.ducted  with  coinmon  sense  in 
all  situations  that  may  arise, 

4.  A  complete  cieai^-up  means  ahsolut?!-'  clean  fields  and  premises 
and  nothirx.^  less. 

5.  The  time  in  v;hich  to  conduct  the  clean-up  is  short,  making  it 
necessary  for  all  forces  to  get  together  and  work  out  a  common 
pr0c2:ram  witli  speed  and  thoroughness. 
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A  series  of  edp.cational  denoiist  rat  ions  in  s;\tiGfactory  plov/inr^ 
to  meet  t\^e  clean-up  re-u.lations  was  started  in  New  Yorl-  on  April  5,  in 
c^'^ar-^e  of  A/'^.C-oodrcn,  extensio;:  soocialist  in  a^rric-ltva-al  en/^lneerin.'^. 
In  these  demonstrations  the  eq.v.ipne'nt  v/hich  the  farmers  have  themselves 
v/ill  "be  used  as  far  as  possible  in  showing  how  to  make  proper  adjustments, 
^ni+i- v-.rr  pio'"3,  and  puttin-  the  ecjuip'r.ent  in  satisfactory  ord'^r  for  work. 

Inforr.atio  ".  o::  the  corn  horer  and  the  pro;:cress  of  the  campaign 
in  the  State  will  "be  released  ea,ch  day  from  Ithaca  hj'  Bristow  Adams,  ed- 
itor, i'ev/  York  State  Colle^:e  of  Ayricult^lre.    i:ews  of  the  field  vrork  will 
"be  taken  care  of  "by  Miss  Marjorie  Short  located  in  ".'ostfield,  Chautauqiaa 
Co'X'i-^-y,  and  all  locr,l  r.=ws  items  will  he  sent  to  her  for  general  distri- 
bution in  the  control  area.

Plans  for  the  Indiana  publicity  work  in  the  corn-horer  can- 
paign  are  ^being  worked  out  and  -/ill  cover  the  control  area 
thoroughly  v/ith  campaign  news  items  and  iiif  orrnation  a'bout 
the  "borer  and  its  control.     The  six  covnties  included  in  the 
car-pai-rn  are  siihscrihers  to  the  Fort  '"'a^nie  papers,  each  re- 
ceiving fror.  1,500  to  3,000  of  er>ch  of  the  Fort  ^^ajme  nev/s- 
papers.    Throu'''h  the  efforts  of  T, P.. Johnston,  extension  editor  in  corn- 
"borer  infornation,  these  papers  are  giving  their  whole-hearted  support 
to  the  ccjnpaim,  us  in":  pictu-res,  news  it  eras,  questions  and  answers,  as 
v/ell  as  Sunday  featrare  stories  which  Mr,  Johjiston  end  his  assistant  I,  J. 
"athev/3  will  supply.     In  addition  a  weekly  news-letter,  containing 
current  nev/s  events  and  other  material  as  needed,  v/ill  he  sent  to  all 
the  papers  in  the  district.    I'Tr,  Johnston  also  plans  to  supply  feature 
stories  for  the  Indianapolis  and  Chicago  papers  and  the  Indiana  Farmers' 
C-uide. 

A  conference  hetween  the  educational  forces  end  regulatory 
accents  was  held  recently  in  Indianapolis.    A  definite  plan  of  coopera- 
tion was  v/orked  out  at  this  conference  hetween  the  tv/o  groups  of  workers 
in  the  campaign  and  a  memorandum  explaining  the  duties  of  each  drawn  up.

Snail 
cards  of  ccixVon:!out  post-card  size  hearing  much  the  sane  suhjcct  natter 
are  now  available,  a-lso  wind-shield  stickers  hearing  the  legend  "Clean 
up  the  Corn  Borer  "before  I'lay  1,"    A  series  of  10  cloth  charts  telling 
the  story  of  the  corn  horer  has  heen  shipped  in  convenient  fi"ber  cases 
with  a  light  tripod  for  exhi'biting.     The  federal  farn  radio  service  has 
preprred  a  play,  "Borers  from  V.athin,"  which  has  "been  distri"buted  to 
broadcasting  stations  throughout  the  clean-up  area,.
